Dear Brethren: 

With grateful acknowledgment of the kind Providence which has protected us 
during another year, we submit to you this, our ninth annual report of the financial 
condition of this institution. The Lord has greatly blessed during the year in the 
preservation of our lives and health, and in the continuance of his gracious guiding 
hand in the work of the Seminary. 


CONFERENCE ATTENDANCE 


We planned to have a representative at each of the conferences last autumn, the 
members of the Faculty, Executive Committee, and the Manager being sent to certain 
conferences. We were received by the bishops and conferences with great cordiality, 
and the interests of the Seminary given a good hearing. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 

The dormitory rooms were re-decorated and several new rugs purchased during 
the year. The interior of the entire building was thoroughly cleaned and given a good 
appearance, and electric lights were installed in the dormitory rooms. 

With the extremely severe winter we were unable to purchase any coal, and had to 
burn gas with which to heat the building. It was expensive, and yet it was all that 
could be done. In the midst of the winter a section of the furnace broke, and had it 
not been for the cordiality of the Y. M. C. A., we would have been compelled to hire 
rooms in which to continue the school until the repairs were made. The Y. M.C. A. 
with their noble, Christian spirit, telephoned without solicitation, offering their class 
rooms for our service. It was greatly appreciated, and accepted for a period of two 
weeks. We hope the experiences of last winter need not be repeated very soon again. 


FARM LANDS 

The Peckham Farm has yielded a good return during the past year. Its report 
does not show on our records, because the grain was sold from the place the first of 
April, too late to become a part of our report. ; ; 

The Gepford property at West Salem, Ohio, was sold for $1,900.00. 

_ oS Friedley Farm also was sold for $4,500.00. It was carried on our books at 
$3,885.82. 

The Kansas Ranch met with considerable reverses last year because of weather 
conditions. We had the first failure in a wheat crop since 1911. Our barley also was 
light, and the corn was frozen before it was matured. The cattle, however, have done 
fine, and the outlook for this year is fairly good. We sowed about 1,200 acres into 
wheat, of which the grasshoppers took about 400 acres, and either poor peg ata 
winter has injured about 400 acres more. We have 320 acres of good wheat, an : a out 
400 acres additional, which, because of the poor stand on the ground, will yield only 
a small return. We have sowed about 700 acres into barley. 

i‘ ies the abundance of moisture which obtains, it would seem that w 
ave good crops this season. ; 

The Seminary Elevator was not opened at all this year because there was no grain 
to handle. We had to purchase seed wheat for the ranch. 


NEW GROUNDS 

_, It has seemed impossible to sell our Dayton View real estate because of con- 
ditions obtaining. However, present conditions in Dayton would indicate that we 
ought to be able to dispose of this land ere long. I have done my best, and now come 
to the Board to say that [ shall not object in the least if you want to appoint a special 
committee to dispose of the Dayton View real estate. It seems that with my best 
efforts I have been defeated, because Dayton has not been ready, at least up to this 
time under war conditions, for the development of this land. However, 1t may be of 
encouragement to you to know that the government has asked this city to look alter 
the housing of a large number of people in order that the contract already awarded 
firms in this city may be properly taken care of. If we can stand by this proposition 
until after the war is over, we are going to play safe. 1 want to leave this matter en- 
tirely in the hands of the Board.

FIELD AGENT 


Rev. L. P. Cooper has worked for us the entire year. He has been faithful to the 
work, and the results have been most satisfactory to the Committee. He collected 
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in cash $1,890.50; in notes, including two death notes of $5,000.00 each, $15,978.50. 
His salary and expenses amounted to $2,426.60. 

Rev. Mr. Cooper is an earnest worker, and merits the confidence the Church has 
in him asa solicitor and representative of this institution. He has given himself unre- 
servedly to the work and has rendered the best service of any year since he has been 


field agent. 
CAMPAIGN 


At the request of Lower Wabash Conference we inaugurated a campaign in that 
conference for the raising of their proportion of the amount set by the last General 
Conference to be raised for this institution. 


Because of the haste with which the campaign was inaugurated, the men who filled 
the pulpits on the Sabbath were unable to make a complete canvass. It has been 
necessary, therefore, for the field agent and myself to continue this work. 

oles Conference assumed $12,500.00 and we believe it will reach that amount 
easily. ' 

As to the campaign for the entire denomination authorized by the last General 
Conference, it would seem to me that we ought to follow the colleges, and after they 
have completed their campaign to follow immediately with the campaign for this 
institution. It is the belief of the Manager that this campaign should be inaugurated 
in the Central and East Districts next year. 


OUR NEEDS 


I. An awakened Church as to the importance of this institution as a training 
agency for the future ministerial leadership of the denomination. 


II. An awakened Church as to the financial support which should be given to 
our only ministerial training school in order to develop a future leadership for the 
denomination. . 

Now as to the first proposition, in order to awaken the Church to the importance 
of this institution, it occurs to me that certain things are necessary: 

(1) Information. It is the Manager’s honest judgment that one-third of the 
people of this Church do not know the difference between the Seminary and our col- 
leges as training agencies. Again and again I have met this fact among our people. 
But the college does not presume to be a training agency for the ministry of the Church, 
any more than it does for the practice of law or medicine. It lays the broad foundation 
for the study of either, but nowhere claims to be a training agency for them. True it 
is that young men have gone from our colleges to a most successful career in the minis- 
try, law and medicine, not because they had been trained specifically for this work in 
the college, but because their college training enabled them to more readily take up 
the required study of these departments of work. It is unfortunate that any one 
should regard a college education sufficient for a minister without a theological course. 
In medicine and law the State requires a standard course of study before a person is 
allowed to enter upon the study, much less the practice of either. To say then that in 
the great work of the ministry no special training is necessary, is, indeed, a travesty 
on the greatest calling of God to man. I plead, brethren, that you renew your pro- 
nouncement, and ask the Board of Education and its worthy Secretary to renew their 
pronouncement that the besé¢ training is none too good for the work of the ministry, 
which is the greatest work on earth. This pronouncement should be printed in appro- 
priate style and placed in every college and church, and widely distributed to our 

eople. : 

ae (2) An Appeal to our Denominational Loyalty in the Maintenance of our only The- 
ological School as the best training school for our own young men. | If it is not the best, 
we ought to make it the best. That it is best for United Brethren ministers, we all agree, 
and, therefore, it should have the fullest co-operation of all our people. Something 
must be done to secure more of our young men who are going through our colleges for 
this institution. 1 do not know whether the spiritual life of the colleges has waned, or 
why it is that so many young men entering our colleges for the Christian ministry are 
turned therefrom to other vocations. We believe this condition is changing, and we 
pray that it may speedily change so that our colleges will hold not only the young men 
who enter their halls for the ministry, but turn scores of the brightest young men to 
the gospel ministry. With 25,000 vacant churches in America today, and with heathen 
temples arising in many of our great cities, that young man who does not hear the call 
of God and volunteer for service in his name, will have to give a mighty good reason 
for not doing so when he stands before his Lord in the judgment. 

Then we must more and more insist upon young men going to the college before 
coming to the Seminary, and our colleges must become the recruiting stations for the 
Seminary; that our colleges supported by the Church must exist for the Church, or they 
are unworthy of its support. We need to arouse a new loyalty to our educational

institutions on the one hand, and then a new loyalty by our institutions to the denom- 
ination on the other. 

(3) Prayer. It would seem to me that when we can arouse the Church to earnest 
Prayer, and to a vision of their possibilities at a throne of Grace, that there will come 
the consciousness of their responsibility in this matter. The Church has no other 
business in the world than that of extending the Kingdom of our Lord, which many 
today are failing to realize. Indeed, if the Church would only pray the Lord of the 


harvest that he thrust forth laborers into the harvest, how quickly matters might 
change. 


Now as to the second proposition. 


(1) The Church must be brought to a realization of the financial support necessary 
to adequately maintain our only training agency for the ministry of the Church. We 
have Many contributing agencies, but we have but one theological training school. 
Toward this institution and for its maintenance, the Church gave through the budget 
last year just a little over three cents per member. Since November 1, or during the 
Past five months it has given the enormous sum of not quite seven and four-fifths mills 
per member to this institution. In other words we have received in five months $2,719.45 
which is less than eight mills per member, an average of not quite $544.00 per month. 
We talk about our gifts to departments in proportion to membership, but there are few 
churches giving less per capita for the theological training of her ministerial leaders 
than the United Brethren Church. 


The Presbyterian churches were giving in 1911 over $1.00 per member for the 
Maintenance of her theological schools for the training of the ministry of the church, 
while the highest we have given is a little less than three and one-half cents per member. 
At the same time we are told that more than eighty per cent. of her men are trained 
at the college and theological seminary, while less than twenty-five per cent. of our 
men are so trained. 

We talk a great deal about the need of an educated ministry; we say that back of 
every department of our church work stands the minister; that he is the key man in every 
church, and yet what are we doing to train him? 


With the additional burden of the Dayton View real estate upon us, and a decrease 
in the amount of the receipts from the budget, you see clearly that the very life of the 
institution is in danger. In our colleges the tuition goes in some measure to meet the 
expenses of the school, but here we have no tuition. Every student is a liability. On 
the present basis of giving we will not receive to exceed $7,000.00 this year. 


During the year ending March 31, 1917, we received from the budget $11,884.07. 
As I have said to you, on the present basis, my humble judgment is that we will not re- 
ceive $7,000.00 this year. Since November 1, 1917, the treasurer has received $44,062.15 
to March 31, 1918, of which amount we received $2,719.45. $11,330.12, or more 
than twenty-five per cent. went to the preferential claims, consisting of the bishops’ 
salaries, the salaries and office expense of the secretary of the Board of Administration 
and his board, and the salary and expenses of the General Church Treasurer. This 
gives us just a fraction over six per cent. of the whole budget. 


During the same period of time in the year ending March 31, 1917, the Treasurer 
received $48,507.28 on Budget, of which we received $3,880.37, or eight per cent. 

If you take our expenditures for salaries: annuities; fuel, light and water; taxes and 
insurance; repairs; rents; printing and supplies; postage, telephone and telegraph; 
library expense; legal fees; janitor and supplies, and office help, you have $24,820.98. 
If you consider the sources of our income from interest, rents, incidental fees and farm 
crops, you have $4,740.10. Now if the Budget is to be reduced to the present basis, we 
simply cannot exist. There is no need to mislead ourselves in this matter. With war 
times upon us there are only one of two ways open for us, as I see it: either retrench or 


increase our income. We must not, we cannot, go any farther without some adjust- 
ment of this matter. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


That we ask the Board of Administration, Board of Bishops, and Board 
n for next year in which to inaugurate a campaign in the Central and East 
reach the financial goal set by the last General Conference for this institu-

Second. That we ask the Board of Administration to give us the month of April 
each year as a time for a Seminary’ Educational Campaign in order that our people 
may become acquainted with this institution, and know of its work. 

Third. That you give special attention to the necessity of creating some plan 
whereby our college young men may be turned to this institution, and young men 
entering our conference turned to the college and then to this institution. 
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Fourth. That you ask the Board of Administration to increase the percentage of 
the Budget to this institution so that we may receive at least the amount which we 
received last year. 

Fifth. The Kansas Ranch Committee joins me in requesting that because of the 
drouth last summer, that you continue to permit the income from the ranch to be 
expended on the ranch for the next two years. 

Sixth. That you again consider the matter of students’ rents.
